Cleaning Shell Combs, 


It is much better to send a hand- 


some tortoise-shell comb to experts 
for repollshing. 
With the 
use ol 


wheels and brushes they can do the 
work more satisfactorily than it can 
be done at home. 
If, however, one 


wishes to make the experiment for 
one's self, here is the best method, 
from a good authority. Get some very 
fine powdered pumice stone from a 
druggist. Mix into a pretty stiff paste 
with sweet oil. Rub this paste on the 
tortoise shell with a piece of an old 
suede glove. When you have rubbed 
very thoroughly, rinse 
quickly in 


warm water and rub on 
a little 


warmed sweet oil. If that does not 
give the required polish repeat the 
process. 


Peanut Carfdy. 


For every cupful of 
shelled 
and 


blanched peanuts, allow one 
cupful 


each of molasses and sugar. Boil 
these together until the mixture Is 
brittle when dropped in cold water. 
Add a cupful of prepared peanuts and 
take from the, fire, pour into but- 
tered pans and mark into squares be- 
fore it cools.

Coroner's Inquest Develops Fact—21 


Persons Killed. 


New York.—The fact that a spread- 


ing rail caused the wreck of the White 
Plains express on tho New York Cen- 
tral railroad last Saturday night, In 
which 21 persons were killed, was de- 
veloped at tho coroner's inquest Tues- 
day. 


The wiecked train left tho Grand 


Central station at 6:12 o'clock Satur- 
day afternoon. As the train sped 
along above Bedford Park station tho 
four rear coaches were derailed. They 
bumped along over the lies for a shoit 
distance and then fell over tho em- 
bankment. In falling they turned on 
the left side. Tho two engines, the 
baggage car and the smoker kept the 
rails.
